Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the smallest curvature 
radius Rj of inner wall and smallest curvature radius Ro of external wall of the seamless 
boundary portion between the center bulb and the side tube as claimed in claim 1 must 
be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim. No new matter should be entered.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 2 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance:

The prior art of record neither teaches nor suggests ceramic envelope for a metal 
vapor discharge lamp comprising all the claimed limitations set forth in claim 1 
particularly comprising the curvature radii RoOf external wall and Rj of inner wall of 
boundary portion between the center bulb and side tube satisfying the relation 1 .28Ro < 
Ri < 1 .39R 0 . 

Regarding claiml the closest prior art by Miyazawa (USPN 6,747,41 1 ) teaches 
(column 3 lines 32-46 Figs. 1 A, 1 B) a high intensity discharge lamp capable of reducing 
light color changes and extending the service life with ceramic envelope having center 
bulb diameter of 13.0 mm (D) and radius of curvature R, of inner wall at the boundary 
end portions of 1 .0mm satisfying 

-0.00076P + 0.304 < Rj /D < -0.00076P + 0.490 for power P= 350 watts. 

But Miyazawa fails to teach or render obvious a metal discharge lamp having 
radius of curvature Ro of outer wall at the boundary portion satisfying 1 .28Ro < Rj < 
1.39Ro. 

Claim 2 is allowed because of its dependency status from claim 1 .
